U.N. Seen Asked To Vote 
Against Force In Formosa 


DISCUSSING what he admitted 
is a "heck of a mess” in that sec­ 
tion, Sp eakman said he recently 
glanced along the line of curbs and 
gutters constructed on the south­ 
ern side of Cedar Heights 
Road 
from the street’s western end. The 
line, he said, ap p ears to be "off” 
to such an extent that—if followed 
further east along the street — it 
£ vould eventually cut through front 
y ards and come close to nearby 
homes. 
Sp eakman emp hasized he is not 
y et certain that an error has been 
made in drawing the line, but he 
added: 
“ It certainly doesn’t seem to 
conform to the center line of the 
street, and I assume therefore that 
the curb-and-gutter line is wrong.”

When W ill Important 
Shot Be Available? 
W hat W ill They Cost? 


ANN ARBOR (At—With the 
nouncement today that the 
Salk 
p olio vaccine was safe and effect­ 
ive came the answers to several 
questions 
which 
the 
general 
p ublic has been asking concerning 
the vaccine. They are: 
How much vaccine is available 
and when can it be exp ected to 
be used? 
The vaccine must first be ap ­ 
p roved and licensed by the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health. That 
should come very quickly ; vacci­ 
nations could start in some p laces 
in two weeks or less, in others as 
early as Ap ril 18. 
Enough vaccine for up to 30 mil­ 
lion 
comp lete 
courses 
(each 
course consisting of three shots) 
is being p roduced 
by 
six 
drug 
firms. 
Some nine million vaccinations 
will be sup p lied free by the Na­ 
tional 
Foundation 
for 
Infantile 
Paraly sis (at a cost of $9 million 
in March of Dimes monies) to off­ 
er free shots for all children in 
the first and second grades of all 
p ublic 
p arochial 
and 
p rivate 
schools in the United States, Al­ 
aska and Hawaii. 
The free vaccine will also be 
offered to children in third grades 
who took p art in the big mass test­ 
ing. 
The rest will be sold by the drug 
firms for administration by doc­ 
tors to p rivate p atients. 
What will it cost? 
One firm is selling three shots 
of vaccine for $4.20; others have 
announced p rices slightly higher. 
On top of that will be the doc­ 
tors’ fee for administering it. 
Priority ? 
Several medical societies urged 
the vaccine go first to children 
aged I through the first grade with 
the second highest p riority to chil­ 
dren of ages 
through the fifth 
grade and thirdly to p regnant wo­ 
men. The aim is to hit p olio hard­ 
est by inoculating those most sus­ 
cep tible. No 
p articular 
controls 
have been announced as to how 
this commercial vaccine would be 
distributed. 
Adults? 
A vaccine successful in children 
would be 
successful 
in 
adults. 
Adults have less need for it. By 
about age 18, 
most of us 
have 
been exp osed already to one or 
more of the three dangerous ty p es 
of virus and have become immune. 
What is the vaccine? 
A red liquid containing billions 
of dead viruses, of all three ty p es, 
which can cause p araly sis in hu­ 
mans. The killed viruses cannot 
cause sickness, but can stimulate 
the receiver to make antibodies. 
The vaccine has been trip le-test­ 
ed for safety and for p otency . 
How long does it p rotect? 
Only time can 
answer. 
There 
are hop es it might be for y ears, 
p erhap s requiring occasional boos­ 
ter shots. 


Ohio Ready To Distribute 
Newly-Proved Polio Vaccine 


COLUMBUS GB—The Ohio 
De­ 
p artment

nounced final p lans for the distri­ 
bution and administration of the 
Salk p olio vaccine. 
Dr. Ralp h E. Dwork, state di­ 
rector of health, said machinery 
has been comp leted for the im ­ 
mediate distribution of the vac­ 
cine up on its arrival in Ohio. 
"I am hop eful that the immuni­ 
zation p rogram will start by Ap ril 
18,” Dr. Dwork said. 
There are 440,500 school children 
in Ohio eligible to receive the vac­ 
cine, which is sup p lied free by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paraly sis. 
These include all the children in 
the first and second grades of p ub­ 
lic, p rivate and p arochial schools. 
Also included are the children in 
Richland and Montgomery coun­ 
ties where the vaccine field trials 
were conducted in 19 54, with the 


excep tion of those who received 
the actual vaccine.

DR. DWORK said as 
soon as 
the vaccine is licensed by the Na­ 
tional Institute of Health in Wash­ 
ington, D. C.# manufacturers will 
begin ship ments to the various re­

In Ohio, the vaccine 
will 
be 
distributed to local health dep art­ 
ments from five distribution cen­ 
ters. These are Columbus, Day ­

However, 
the 
health 
dep art­ 
ments 
of 
Cleveland,

Ohio Ready To Distribute 
Newly-Proved Polio Vaccine 


COLUMBUS (if)—The Ohio 
De­ 
partm ent 
of 
H ealth 
today 
an­ 
nounced final plans for the distri­ 
bution and adm inistration of the 
Salk polio vaccine. 
Dr. Ralph E. Dwork. state di­ 
rector of health, said machinery 
has been completed for the im ­ 
mediate distribution of the vac­ 
cine upon its arrival in Ohio. 
“ I am hopeful that the im m uni­ 
zation program will sta rt by April 
18,” Dr. Dwork said. 
There are 440,500 school children 
in Ohio eligible to receive the vac­ 
cine, which is supplied free by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 
These include all the children in 
the first and second grades of pub­ 
lic, private and parochial schools. 
Also included are the children in 
Richland and M ontgomery coun­ 
ties where the vaccine field trials 
were conducted in 1954, with the 


exception of those who received 
the actual vaccine.

DR. DWORK said as 
soon 
as 
the vaccine is licensed by the N a­ 
tional Institute of Health in W ash­ 
ington, D. C., m anufacturers will 
begin shipm ents to the various re­ 
ception 
centers 
throughout

In Ohio, the vaccine 
will 
be 
distributed to local health depart­ 
m ents from five distribution cen­ 
ters. These are Columbus, Day­ 
ton, 
Bowling 
Green, 
Cuyahoga 
Falls and Athens. 
However, 
the 
health 
depart­ 
m ents 
of 
Cleveland, 
Cuyahoga 
County, Cincinnati and 
Hamilton 
County will receive

The vaccine was found 80 to 90 
per cent effective in preventing 
paralytic polio in tests last year, 
anxious parents were told today 
by Dr. Thom as Francis Jr. of the 
University of Michigan. 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk of Pitts­ 
burgh immediately declared he 
is sure the vaccine is potential­ 
ly almost IOO per cent effective 
and can bring complete triumph 
over polio and its lieutenants of 
terror and tragedy. 
Dr. FYancis’ official report de­ 
clared the vaccine had produced 
an “ extrem ely successful effect” 
among children with bulbar polio, 
the m ost dangerous type. 
There is no doubt th at children 
now can be vaccinated successful­ 
ly to end the threat of polio and 
the anxiety it causes every year.

ballet troupe while the group was 
waiting at a Paris street corner 
for the traffic light to change. 
When the light turned green, 
the dancer stalled and soon the 
cross-traffic separated 
her 
from 
the rest. 
Without hesitation, she 
jumped into a taxicab, gave the 
driver the address of some friends 
in Paris. 
Next day she asked for political 
asylum, and when a Jersey City 
newspaper informed her Bayonne 
aunt of her escape, the wheels 
moved to get Krystyna admitted 
to the United States.

Tile warm-air heating industry i 
is teaming up with the air-condi­ 
tioning industry. Add in some as­ 
sists from the all-but-total electri­ 
fication of American homes, the 
rapid increase in the use of fuel 
oil and natural gas in the heating j 
units, and the nation’s home build-1 
ing boom. 
Result: A 45 per cent increase 
in gross sales of the warm-air 
heating industry in the last five 
years. The American Institute of 
Management estimates wholesale 
totals last year reached 183 million I 
dollars on 773,500 units sold.

present 
warm-air 
system 
isn’t too much like the cast-iron 
furnace 
into 
which 
grandfather 
shoveled coal, to let the hot air 
rise through ducts to the upper 
floors. 
Now it’s streamlined, made of 
steel, 
is 
equipped 
with 
electric 
blowers 
and fans, 
regulated 
by 
thermostats, and maybe heated by I 
oil and gas. 
And of late, it is increasingly 
being combined with cooling equip­ 
ment to serve as an all-year round 
conditioner of air and controller 
of 
temperature 
in

modern 
home. 
The institute forecasts that the 
warm-air heaters—which fell out 
of favor for a time—will stage an 
even greater comeback in the next 
IO years. It foresees a continuing 
sizable market for new homes, plus j 
“ an almost unlimited replacement 
market of poorly engineered, antiq­ 
uated or badly installed furnace 
units.” 
Competition is growing in the 
heater field, however. Makers of 
boiler systems, which continue to 
dominate the industrial, commer* 
cial and multi - family dwelling 
market, are stepping up research 
efforts 
to 
develop 
central, 
all- 
weather equipment. Electric heat­ 
ing units and heat pumps are find­ 
ing a 
market, especially where 
power rates are low. Air condition­ 
ing manufacturers are entering the 
heating field. 
The National Warm-Air Heating 
and Air conditioning Assn., with 
about 60 furnace makers as mem­ 
bers 
and 3.000 wholesalers 
and 
dealers as associated, has spurred 
technical research to improve heat­ 
ing equipment. 
Some 
400 
companies 
market 
warm-air heating equipment, but 
in its study of the industry The 
American Institute of Management 
notes that 25 of them make about 
70 per cent of all furnaces sold. ! 
In the last IO years the expanding 
market 
has 
attracted 
147 new- J 
comers. 
The resulting competition, the in- 
stitute notes, has meant “ a gener- I 
a1 decline in net income as a per 
cent of sales and a static or de-1 
dining net income in dollars.”

CAIRO (An—At last 
I’ve 
done 
something Napoleon 
Bonaparte 
didn't do. I’ve climbed the great 
pyramid at Giza, one of the sev­ 
en wonders of the world. 
It’s the quickest way I know 
for a fat man to tak£ an inch off 
his waistline in 40 minutes. 
The great pyramid, 
one 
of 
three at Giza, now a suburb of 
Cairo, is the largest of Egypt’s 
80 pyramids. It was the tomb of 
Cheops some 4,500 
years 
ago. 
Legend has it that it took a hun­ 
dred thousand men 20 years to 
build it. 
The 
pyramid 
weighs 
about 
five million tons, contains more 
than two million 
huge 
stones, 
covers 13 acres at its base. It 
originally towered 481 feet, but 
the top 31 feet now are missing. 
My ambition to scale the mon­ 
ument arose after reading that 
Napoleon, a plump 
man 
him­ 
self, had refused an invitation to

thanked Ahmad and remarked, 
after looking at my watch, that 
the trip had 
been 
pretty 
fast. 
Only 40 minutes. 
“Yes, very good,” he observ­ 
ed politely, then added that a 
young native 
guide 
during

race had climbed up and down 
in seven minutes. 
Seven minutes? Oh, well, he’d 
probably done it with his eyes 
open. Anyway, at least I have 
something on Napoleon. But it 
may not be common sense.

Leaders expect things to come I 
to a boil tomorrow night when the 
House votes on a proposal to set 
up a state board of education. 
Two years ago, voters approved 
a change in the Ohio Constitution 
calling for a state school board. 
But they left composition of the 
board and the manner of selecting 
members to the Legislature. 
The resulting bill calls for elec­ 
tion of a board member from each 
of the state’s nine appellate court 
districts. 
House Speaker Roger Cloud (R- 
Logan) said Republicans will eau- 
cus before voting on the bill. But 
lawmakers asserted attempts will

to 
change the measure. 
Some representatives and Dem­ 
ocratic Gov.

This lack of decision may puz­ 
zle the Reds and make them wary 
of a move that might end in war 
with the United States.

SHOULD a baby sleep on his 
back or on his stomach? 
This is a controversy which I ’m 
sure rages In most homes blessed 
with a new baby. 
Ma ke s No Diffe re nce 


Some doctors advise one posi­ 
tion, others recommend the other. 
My solution to this problem is 
relatively simple: 
It doesn’t make any difference! 
Let your baby sleep in the posi­ 
tion he prefers. Most young tots 
just naturally go to sleep on their 
backs. Usually a baby will turn his 
head to one side as he sleeps and 
rest his arms alongside his head. 
Some prefer to sleep on their 
stomachs during the first few 
months. When your baby is older 
he ll probably flip himself over if 
he so desires. After he’s nine 
months old or so, he’ll change his 
position several times during his 
sleep. 
An Adva nta ge 


One argument in favor of stom­ 
ach sleeping is that if your baby 
has to vomit, he won’t breathe 
the material into his lungs. 
Now don’t be afraid that your 
youngster might smother if he 
spends the night on his stomach. 
Babies seldom — lf ever — 
smother in their sleep. Many 
deaths blamed on smothering a c­ 
tually are due to pneumonia or 
some other severe infection .which 
the baby’s parents never sus­ 
pected existed. 


And don’t worry about your 
baby’s head becoming flat be­ 
cause he sleeps in the same posi­ 
tion each night. 
Condition Disa ppe a rs 


It’s true that his head might be 
flattened slightly because of this. 
However, this condition almost 
always disappears by itself by the 
time your youngster is two years 
old. Rarely a doctor might have 
to be consulted. 
Your baby should have his own 
bed. He should sleep alone. While 
your home should be reasonably 
quiet while he is sleeping, you 
don’t have to talk in whispers or 
walk on tip-toes. He must get 
used to sleeping with ordinary 
everyday noises 
going around 
him. 


QUESTION AND ANSW ER 


B. L.: Could you give me some 
information about shingles and 
would you recommend a special 
diet? 
Answer: 
Shingles or herpes 
zoster is an inflammation of the 
skin in which there are groups of 
blisters 
distributed 
along 
the 
course of one or more of the 
nerves in the skin. The cause in 
the greatest number of cases is 
probably an infection. A number 
of methods of treatment are em­ 
ployed. such as keeping the rash 
covered with antiseptic dusting 
powders, or coating the blisters 
with paraffin. Injections of Vita­ 
min B -l have been utilized.

WASHINGTON —- Au then t i c 
spokesmen for the South have 
warned the White House and the 
Supreme Court directly and in­ 
directly that any attempt to en­ 
force school desegregation will 
be resisted to the stubborn and 
bitter end. From 
all 
evidence 
available, even a slow and evo­ 
lutionary' process will 
sharpen 
rather than solve racial conflicts, 
possibly resulting 
in 
sporadic 
violence. 
Despite these friendly 
warn­ 
ings, the Eisenhower 
Adminis­ 
tration 
approaches 
the 
final 
phases oL this critical problem 
as if it were a routine matter. 
The Supreme Court, 
a 
Roose- 
velt-Truman body that original­ 
ly decreed against segregation, 
thinks that it can implement its 
decision by gentle, legal means. 
So. perhaps, 
its 
predecessors 
felt about the fateful Dred Scott 
decision.

FROBLEMS — Unfortunately, 
public opinion outside the South 
has been lulled into a similar 
complacency, although it is en­ 
tire ly' erroneous. 
Where 
more 
immediate and international cri­ 
me s have not forced newspapers 
a nd magazines to neglect or play 


down 
the 
controversy, 
some 
have given 
an 
erroneous 
im­ 
pression of the South's reaction. 
A national weekly of vast cir­ 
culation is 
largely 
responsible 
for this failure to recognize the 
seriousness of this domestic cri­ 
sis. It recently published an art­ 
icle which said that 
the 
South 
would not resent or resist this 
revolution in its social and edu­ 
cation system. 
Excerpts 
were 
reprinted and distributed wide­ 
ly. 
It now develops that the auth­ 
or, although a white woman, is 
a member of the National As­ 
sociation for the Protection of 
the Colored 
People. 
Southern 
members of Congress insist that 
she misrepresented the majority 
viewpoint below the Mason and 
Dixon line. A score of southern 
editors and writers, according to 
the M.C.’s, have offered to write 
a rebuttal article, but the maga­ 
zine editors reply that they do 
not “ engage in controversy.”

But al­ 
most every newspaper in that 
section declares flatly and re­ 
peatedly that there may be per­ 
il, including violence, over the 
proposed overturn of their edu­ 
cational institutions. As in every 
section, there 
are hotspurs in 
Dixie. 
The 
silence 
and 
misunder­ 
standing over

ahead are ominous, in the opin­ 
ion of southern leaders, whose 
voices are like those crying in 
the wilderness insofar

SHOULD a baby sleep on his 
back or on his stomach? 
This is a controversy which I’m 
sure rages in most homes blessed 
with a new baby. 
Makes No Deference 
Some doctors advise one posi­ 
tion, others recommend the other. 
My solution to this problem is 
relatively simple: 
It doesn’t make any difference! 
Let your baby sleep in the posi­ 
tion he prefers. Most young tots 
just naturally go to sleep on their 
backs. Usually a baby will turn his 
head to one side as he sleeps and 
rest his arms alongside his head. 
Some prefer to sleep on their 
stomachs during the first few 
months. When your baby is older 
he ll probably flip himself over if 
he so desires. After he’s nine 
months old or so, he’ll change his 
position several times during his 
sleep. 
An Advantage 
One argument in favor of stom­ 
ach sleeping is that if your baby 
has to vomit, he won’t breathe 
the material into his lungs. 
Now don’t be afraid that your 
youngster might smother if he 
spends the night on his stomach. 
Babies seldom — lf ever — 
smother in their sleep. Many 
deaths blamed on smothering ac­ 
tually are due to pneumonia or 
some other severe infection .which 
the baby’s parents never sus­ 
pected existed. 


And don’t worry about your 
baby’s head becoming flat be­ 
cause he sleeps in the same posi­ 
tion each night. 
Condition Disappears 
It’s true that his head might be 
flattened slightly because of this. 
However, this condition almost 
always disappears by itself by the 
time your youngster is two years 
old. Rarely a doctor might have 
to be consulted. 
Your baby should have his own 
bed. He should sleep alone. While 
your home should be reasonably 
quiet while he is sleeping, you 
don’t have to talk in whispers or 
walk on tip-toes. He must get 
used to sleeping with ordinary 
everyday noises going around 
him. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
B. L.: Could you give me some 
information about shingles and 
would you recommend a special 
diet? 
Answer: 
Shingles or herpes 
zoster is an inflammation of the 
skin in which there are groups of 
blisters distributed along the 
course of one or more of the 
nerves in the skin. The cause in 
the greatest number of cases is 
probably an infection. A number 
of methods of treatm ent are em­ 
ployed. such as keeping the rash 
covered with antiseptic dusting 
powders, or coating the blisters 
with paraffin. Injections of Vita­ 
min B-l have been utilized.

W eather W atchers an d W arners a M a jo r Safety Factor

FRANCISCO — Midnight 
bells a rt tolling at a hillside mis* 
sion here. Fog is coming in from 
the bay, masking out the harbor 
lights, a ghostly wall of thick gray. 
In Chicago, time Is 2 In the mom* 
ing, with a stiff wind driving in 
from the lake front. In New York,

Weather: clear, crisp, cold. 


Across the wintery North At­ 
lantic, past the vast bleakness of 
Newfoundland and Iceland, all the 
way to England (where it’s 8 in 
the morning) staid Londoners ob­ 
serve at breakfast that “it might 
be a bit raw today.” 
In Rome, time has advanced still 
another hour. 
A priest, wearing 
sunglasses to shield his eyes from 
the bright sun, strolls along the 
Via Veneto, while in the faraway 
Middle East, Bombay's clocks reg­ 
ister 1:30 of a sultry afternoon. 
Halfway across this globe of 
ours, 
there are enough 
diverse 
sam plings 
of 
the 
weather 
any 
given time of the year, to make a 
bored meteorologist’s heart leap 
with Joy. And this is Just a sam ­ 
ple of weathei fam iliar to airline 
forecasters all over the globe. 
This 
composite 
photograph 
dram atizes 
a 
moment 
which 
happens m any times a day over our oceans—a giant airliner 
passes on weather inform ation to a coastal weather ship. 
“WHAT’S it like o u t?” Is a very 
important question to the pilot. He 
may be taking off from Kansas 
City to San Francisco; or from 
New York to Paris, then to Rome 
Cairo 
and 
Bombay—end 
of 
trifling 32,000 mile air trek. 
God’s weather is the number one 
giant the airlines are trying to 
control. To date, there Is no way 
to change the weather Itself—but 
there 
are w ays to detour the 
trouble spots. This is where me­ 
teorology steps in. 
M ajor airline forecasters mam 
tain charts of Men route” weather 
which are being constantly brought 
up to date. Sometimes it is a m at­ 
ter of minutes. In so doing, they 
are aided by teletype reports from 
the U. S. Weather Bureau, the 
A ir Force, 
Navy, Coast Guard 
w eather charting ships, and CAA 
observation posts all over the coun 
try. Even ships at sea report the 
weather. 
With navigation and landing in­ 
strum ents developed to their pres­ 
ent advanced state of efficiency, 
now it is alm ost never a question 
o f whether to fly or not. The vital 
role played by today’s meteorolo­ 
g ists is in helping the airliner's 
crew plot a course which Is smooth, 
sw ift and safe—and on time.

IT W ASN’T so even a scant 25 
years ago! 
When Charles Lindbergh braved 
the Atlantic in the Spirit of St. 
Louis in 19 27, meteorology was 
strictly “rule of thumb.” If a pilot 
asked, “How’s the w eather?” the 
station m aster could do little more 
than raise the window to see if it 
w as raining. 
In 19 26, meteorology w as first 
Introduced to the nation’s airlines. 


By 19 28, airlines had 79 weather 
stations located to form a band 
200 miles wide, 2,000 miles long 
Next came the teletype and the 
ground-air radio communications 
for relay of all weather informa 
tion among stations, and to and 
from pilots in flight. 
Then, during the latter part of 
World War II, Capt. Robert Buck 
TWA pilot, pioneered a dangerous 
field—thunderstorm research. De­ 
spite wagging heads, Buck flew 
P61 Black Widow night fighters 
and B-17s Into the worst weather 
he could find—Including the “eye 
of hurricanes. 
Data he thus obtained w as in­ 
valuable. How many lives Buck’s 
research have saved to date will 
never be known. The figure should 
appall anyone.

IN 19 46 came the Instrument 
Landing System that facilitated 
landings even if visibility was zero. 
Today’s planes are being developed 
to fly “over the weather” at ex­ 
tremely high altitudes. 
Flying at 20,000 feet is now 
routine. 
The air here is smooth 
and free of many of the disturb­ 
ances found at lower levels. Pres­ 
surized cabins give the passengers 
air conditions equivalent to 5,000 
feet levels. 
Pressure 
pattern” 
navigation 
takes advantage of low pressure 
areas in which prevailing winds 
follow regular patterns. Thus, the 
North Atlantic can be flown in 
comfort even while winter storm s 
churn mountainous seas far be­ 
neath. 
Airline weathermen issue a fore­ 
cast at six-hour intervals. Correct­ 
ed forecasts are issued whenever 
sudden change is indicated that 


might be dangerous. Over a 24- 
hour period, weathermen m ay issue 
as many as 18 forecasts. 
A typical airline forecast IS In 
three parts. First is a short synop­ 
sis of general conditions, relating 
to high and low pressure areas, 
and location of storm fronts. Sec­ 
ond section is a detailed forecast 
of weather to be encountered along 
the particular airway to be flowm 
Third is a detailed forecast of 
weather at terminal points, where 
flights land and take off.

T H E SE FO RECA STS cover such 
subjects as cloud formations, winds, 
temperatures from ground level to 
25,000 fe et 
Forecasts also show 
where it is raining, when rain 
started; snow and sleet areas, or 
whatever storm conditions may be 
encountered. 
Progress of a storm is charted, 
so the pilot know’s just where and 
when to expect iL Any unusual air 
condition is detailed. The meteor­ 
ologist is a life-saver. He cannot 
afford to take chances. 
That people disregard the weath­ 
er when they fly is showm in these 
figures: During January, 19 49 , one 
of our airlines flew’ 55 million pas­ 
senger miles; today the sam e air­ 
line chalked up three times that 
much mileage in the sam e month. 
C rashes? 
Yes, we still have 
crashes. However, we have train 
and auto wrecks, too. Ships sink, 
elevators and buildings fall, people 
get killed by tripping over a rock 
in the path. 
Today the airline meteorologist 
is charting the atmosphere—next 
step is the stratosphere—and that 
is not the dream of a science fic­ 
tion wTiter, but reality, coming up 
fast. 


Case Up For 


Appeal Again 


Government Attorney 
Tries Anew To Upset 
Judge Youngdohl Ruie 


WASHINGTON (J’u-The 
govern­ 
ment has asked the U.S. Court of 
Appeals to reinstate an indictment 
accusing Owen Lattim ore of sw ear­ 
ing falsely he had never been a 
follower of the Communist line or 
a promoter of Red interests. 
The 
government’s 
brief asked 
the Appellate Court to overrule 
U.S. 
District 
Judge 
Luther 
W. 
Youngdahl, who threw out the in­ 
dictment Feb. 18 on the ground it 
was vague and nebulous. 
U. S. Atty. Leo A. Rover told the 
Appellate 
Court 
that 
Youngdahl 
erred in going beyond the question 
of the validity of the indictment 
itself. 
Youngdahl, Rover said, “ saw fit 
to controvert term s of the indict­ 
ment and to argue factual 
de­ 
fenses, a privilege not accorded j 
the accused at this stage of the 
indictment.” 
Rover did not raise in his brief 
the refusal of Youngdahl to dis- 
quality 
himself in 
the 
case 
of 
Lattim ore, 
a 
conlroversal 
F ar 
Eastern specialist and onetime oc­ 
casional State Department consult­ 
ant. 
The indictment Rover asked the 
Appellate Court to reinstate was 
returned last October. After th a t,! 
Rover filed an affidavit of bias j 
and prejudice against Youngdahl. 


He demanded the judge step aside 
and allow another judge to handle 
the case. Youngdahl struck the af­ 
fidavit from the*record, saying it 
was “ scandalous.” 
After that, Youngdahl threw out 
the indictment. In doing so, the 
judge said that to require Latti­ 
more to go to trial for perjury 
under charges “ so form less and 
obscure” would be unprecedented 
and would make a sham of the 
Sixth Amendment which requires 
that 
a 
defendant 
he 
advised 
specifically of charges against him. 
Five counts of a Dec. 19 , 19 52 
indictment still are pending against 
Lattim ore. These charges survived 
a 
long 
court 
battle. 
Youngdahl 
threw out four of the seven counts 
of 
the 
original 
indictment, 
in­ 
cluding the key count that Latti­ 
more swore falsely when he said 
he had never been a sympathizer 
or promoter of Red causes. 
The Court of Appeals reinstated 
two of the counts dism issed by 
Youngdahl, but upheld him on the 
key count. The Appellate Court’s 
decision 
turned 
largely 
on 
the 
word “ sym pathizer.” It held this 
term w as invalidly vague. 
The new indictment, in effect a 
replacement for the “ .sympathiz­ 
er” count, avoids that word. Rover 
contended 
in his brief that the 
term s “ promoter of Communist in­ 
terest” and “ follower of the Com­ 
munist line” are clear enough to 
spell out a valid accusation. 
“ The sole meaning for which the 
government has contended in re­ 
spect to each term is the mean­ 
ing ascribed by the grand jury, 
which is included in the indictment 
in ^ itself, and which, therefore, is 
apparent on the indictment’s face,” 
Rover said. 
The 
accusations 
against Latti­ 
more 
stem 
from 
his 
testimony 
three years ago before the Senate 
Internal 
Security 
subcommittee.

A priest, wearing 
sunglasses to shield his eyes from 
the bright sun, strolls along the 
Via Veneto, while in the faraway 
Middle East, Bombay’s clocks reg­ 
ister 1:30 of a sultry afternoon. 
Halfway across this globe of 
ours, there are enough diverse 
samplings of the weather 
any 
given time of the year, to make a 
bored meteorologist’s heart leap 
with Joy. And this is Just a sam­ 
ple of weather familiar to airline 
forecasters all over the globe.

• 
"WHATS It like out?” Is a very 
important question to the pilot. He 
may be taking off from Kansas 
City to San Francisco; or from 
New York to Paris, then to Rome, 
Cairo 
and 
Bombay—end 
of 
a 
trifling 32,000 mile air trek. 
God’s weather is the number one 
giant the airlines are trying to 
control. To date, there is no way 
to change the weather itself—but 
there are ways to detour the 
trouble spots. This is where me­ 
teorology steps in. 
Major airline forecasters main­ 
tain charts of "en route” weather 
which are being constantly brought 
up to date. Sometimes it is a mat­ 
ter of minutes. In so doing, they 
are aided by teletype reports from 
the U. S. Weather Bureau, the 
Air Force, Navy, Coast Guard 
weather charting ships, and CAA 
observation posts all over the coun­ 
try. Even ships at sea report the 
weather. 
With navigation and landing in­ 
struments developed to their pres­ 
ent advanced state of efficiency, 
now it is almost never a question 
of whether to fly or not. The vital 
role played by today’s meteorolo­ 
gists is in helping the airliner’s 
crew plot a course which is smooth, 
swift and safe—and on time. 
rn

TI WASN’T so even a scant 25 
years ago! 
When Charles Lindbergh braved 
the Atlantic in the Spirit of St. 
Louis in 1927, meteorology was 
strictly “rule of thumb.” If a pilot 
asked, "How’s the weather?” the 
station master could do little more 
than raise the window to see if it 
was raining. 
In 1926, meteorology was first 
Introduced to the nation’s airlines. 


This composite photograph dramatizes a moment which 
happens many times a day over our oceans—a giant airliner 
passes on weather information to a coastal weather ship. 
By 1928, airlines had 79 weather 
stations located to form a band 
200 miles wide, 2,000 miles long. 
Next came the teletype and tile 
ground-air radio communications, 
for relay of all weather informa­ 
tion among stations, and to and 
from pilots in flight. 
Then, during the latter part of 
World W ar ll, Capt. Robert Buck, 
TWA pilot, pioneered a dangerous 
field—thunderstorm research. De­ 
spite wagging heads, Buck flew 
P61 Black Widow night fighters 
and B-17s into the worst weather 
he could find—including the "eye” 
of hurricanes. 
Data he thus obtained was in­ 
valuable. How many lives Buck’s 
research have saved to date will 
never be known. The figure should 
appall anyone.

IN 1946 came the Instrument 
Landmg System that facilitated 
landings even if visibility was zero. 
Today’s planes are being developed 
to fly "over the weather” at ex­ 
tremely high altitudes. 
Flying at 20,000 feet is now 
routine. 
The air here is smooth 
and free of many of the disturb­ 
ances found at lower levels. Pres­ 
surized cabins give the passengers 
air conditions equivalent to 5,000 
feet levels. 
"Pressure 
pattern” 
navigation 
takes advantage of low pressure 
areas in which prevailing winds 
follow r e g u l a r patterns. Thus, the 
North Atlantic can be flown in 
comfort even while winter storms 
churn mountainous seas far be­ 
neath. 
Airline weathermen issue a fore­ 
cast at six-hour intervals. Correct­ 
ed forecasts are issued whenever 
a sudden change is indicated that 


might be dangerous. Over a 24- 
hour period, weathermen may issue 
as many as 18 forecasts. 
A typical airline forecast is In 
three parts. First is a short synop­ 
sis of general conditions, relating 
to high and low pressure areas, 
and location of storm fronts. Sec­ 
ond section is a detailed forecast 
of weather to be encountered along 
the particular airway to be flowm. 
Third is a detailed forecast of 
weather at terminal points, where 
flights land and take off. 
• 
• 
• 
THESE FORECASTS cover such 
subjects as cloud formations, winds, 
temperatures from ground level to 
25,000 feet. Forecasts also show 
where it is raining, when rain 
started; snow and sleet areas, or 
whatever storm conditions may be 
encountered. 
Progress of a storm Is charted, 
so the pilot knows just where and 
when to expect it. Any unusual air 
condition is detailed. The meteor­ 
ologist is a life-saver. He cannot 
afford to take chances. 
That people disregard tile weath­ 
er when they fly is shown in these 
figures; During January, 1949, one 
of our airlines flew' 55 million pas­ 
senger miles; today the same air­ 
line chalked up three times that 
much mileage in the same month. 
Crashes? 
Yes, we still have 
crashes. However, we have train 
and auto wrecks, too. Ships sink, 
elevators and buildings fall, people 
get killed by tripping over a rock 
in the path. 
Today the airline meteorologist 
is charting tile atmosphere—next 
step is the stratosphere—and that 
is not the dream of a science fic­ 
tion writer, but reality, coming up 
fast.

Is No * 1 Garden Erro r 


It harts to destroy your plants 
but ruthless thinning is necessary 
ft 
for a good yield. 


**# 


No. 1 enemy of b eginners’ 
vegetab le gardens is crowding. 
This is due to failure to thin out 
the seedlings so that each re­ 
maining 
plant 
has 
sufficient 
room to develop properly. 
Failure to thin out is often due 
to emotional resistance on the 
part of the gardener who cannot 
b ring himself to destroy the 
precious seedling plants which 
have grown from the seed which 
he (more often she) has sown. 
Even 
with 
high-germinating 
seeds it is advisab le to sow 
more than you will have room 
to mature; 
b ecause accidents 
are always possib le which will 
destroy some plants; and va­ 
cancies in a row are difficult 
to fill. 
Seeds that germinate slowly, 
such as carrots, parsley, and 
parsnips, should b e sown more 
thickly than others b ecause the 
seedlings are feeb le, and the 
force of many acting together 
helps b reak through the soil and 
b ring the sprouts to the surface. 
The iSite Lib erty H. Bailey, 
dean of horticultural teachers, 
expressed this opinion: 
“Thin­ 
ning is a process of selection, 
and the b est are allowed to re­ 
main. It is evident the chances 
of securing the b est are greater 
when the gardener leaves one 
plant out of ten, rather than 
one plant out of three.” 
For all these reasons thinning 
hould b e a gradual process, b e­ 
ginning when plants are large 
t tough to handle, and continu­ 


ing until they reach at least 
, half-size. T his k eeps 
s pa re 
plants availab le during the early 
weeks, when accidents are most 
likely to destroy some. 
At first, plants of row crops 
may b e thinned out to stand one 
inch apart; which will insure, to 
each, room to develop without 
entangling roots with 
a neigh­ 
b or. As they grow, alternate 
plants should b e removed, and 
so on until the optimum spac­ 
ing is achieved. Many of the 
excess root and leaf plants 
can 
b e used on the tab le. 
When carrots are sown thinly, 
thinning may b e left until some 
are large enough to use. 
It is the half-grown carrots 
that are most delicious, and the 
growth is so much more in 
length than in the diameter of 
the root that the thinning proc­ 
ess does not disturb the others 
so much. 
Turnips do not grow well tf 
crowded. If the young plants are 
pulled up so they stand 4 inches 
apart in the row, in a rem ark­ 
ab ly quick time they will b e 
large enough to use. 
Beets are more easily handled 
than turnips when they are a 
little larger, and one should not 
fail to try a dish of b eet tops 
with the tiny roots jusi b eginning 
to form. It is a delicious intro­ 
duction to the garden menu. 
The b eets which are left in th* 
ground should b e spaced 2 inches 
apart.

RESEARCH: We have come a 
long way in agricultural production 
in the past 40 years as graphically 
pointed out in the current issue o$ 
“Agricultural Research” , a publi­ 
cation of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. During the past 40 
years, hogs have increased rate of 
gain 2Vi times and eat only Vi as 
much feed for each IOO pounds of 
gain.

It hurts to destroy your plants but ruthless thinning is necessary

for a good yield. 


ing until they reach at least 
half-size. 
T his keeps

plants available during the early 
weeks, when accidents are most 
likely to destroy some. 
At first, plants of row crops 
may be thinned out to stand one 
inch apart; which will insure, to 
each, room to develop without 
entangling roots with a neigh­ 
bor. As they grow, alternate 
plants should be removed, and 
so on until the optimum spac­ 
ing is achieved. Many of tha 
excess root and leaf plants can 
be used on the table. 


No. I enemy of beginners’ 
vegetable gardens is crowding. 
This is due to failure to thin out 
the seedlings so that each re­ 
maining 
plant 
has 
sufficient 
room to develop properly. 
Failure to thin out is often due 
to emotional resistance on the 
part of the gardener who cannot 
bring himself to destroy the 
precious seedling plants which 
have grow’n from the seed which 
he (more often she) has sown. 
Even 
with 
high-germinating 
seeds it is advisable to sow 
more than you will have room 
to mature; 
because accidents 
are always possible which wrill 
destroy some plants; and va­ 
cancies in a row are difficult 
to fill. 
Seeds that germinate slowly, 
such as carrots, parsley, and 
parsnips, should be sown more 
thickly than others because the 
seedlings are feeble, and the 
force of many acting together 
helps break through the soil and 
bring the sprouts to the surface. 
The late Liberty H. Bailey, 
dean of horticultural teachers, 
expressed this opinion: 
“Thin­ 
ning is a process of selection, 
and the best are allowed to re­ 
main. It is evident the chances 
of securing the best are greater 
when the gardener leaves one 
plant out of ten, rather than 
one plant out of three.’’ 
For all these reasons thinning 
tiould be a gradual process, be­ 
ginning when plants are large 
• lough to handle, and continu- 


When carrots are sown thinly, 
thinning may be left until som» 
are large enough to use. 
It is the half-grown carrot* 
that are most delicious, and the 
growth is so much more in 
length than in the diameter of 
the root that the thinning proc­ 
ess does not disturb the other* 
so much. 
Turnips do not grow well lf 
crowded. If the young plants ara 
pulled up so they stand 4 inches 
apart in the row, in a rem ark­ 
ably quick time they will b« 
large enough to use. 
Beets are more easily handled 
than turnips w’hen they are a 
little larger, and one should not 
fail to try a dish of beet tops 
with the tiny roots just beginning 
to form. It is a delicious intro­ 
duction to the garden menu. 
The beets which are left in the 
ground should be spaced 2 inches 
apart.

But so 
did Art Fowler and he lasted 
two innings yesterday against * e 
Cubs before 32,195 fans. 
The opening day crowd might 
have been larger except for the 
weather. Rain fell steadily through­ 
out the forenoon but it stopped 
shortly before game time. 
The 
fans call it Redlegs luck — only 
once since 1976 have the Reds been 
forced to postpone the traditional 
opener at home. 
There were alternating sunshijw* 
and dark clouds throughout tiro 
game. One brief shower failed to 
halt play. 
The Cubs w’on the game on some 
lustly hitting which included home 
runs by Gene Baker and Harry 
Chiti and five doubles.

To the Pickaway County spec­ 
ialists who make it their business, 
the idea is probably routine. 
But many builders and plan­ 
ners are still surprised at the 
way trees can muffle noise in 
the vicinity of homes, 
schools, 
churches, hospitals and the like. 
For example: 
Hospital 
authorities, 
disturbed 
by the roar of trains along a track 
that skirted within IOO yards of one 
side of their hospital, decided to 
do something about it. They plant­ 
ed a row of 12 big sugar maples 
along the boundary. Almost over­ 
night the noise of the trains was 
muffled by the trees and lessened 
inside the hospital. 
AU over the country, tree 
ex­ 
perts report trees are finding in­ 
creasing use as noise mufflers. 
# 
* 
* 
DESIGNERS of churches 
and 
schools have found that trees pro­ 
perly placed soften traffic noises. 
When a new 4-lane parkway that 
coursed through the edges of a 
dozen residential areas was open­ 
ed, adjacent residents complained 
bitterly of the traffic din. 
R ather than wait until they “ got 
used to it” , some planted a screen 
of hemlocks. The noise diminished 
noticeably as the trees 
grew 
in 
size. The roar eventually faded to 
a distant hum. Soon the muffle- 
the-noise tree p l a n t i n g 
idea 
caught on, all along the stretch 
of roadway. 
Highway planners have discov­ 
ered 
that 
parkways lined with 
trees, big and small, as well as 
shrubbery, not only 
add scenic 
beauty but mute the roar of traffic 
heard by the autoists themselves. 
Noise creates tensions and 
ten­ 
sions lead to accidents. 
Suburban home 
owners—and 
their number is multiplying con­ 
stantly—are finding, too, that a 
tree or two between roadway 
and 
house can 
reduce 
street 
noises. It’s not the needles or 
leaves alone which act as muf­ 
flers, 
but 
the 
m yriad 
twigs, 
countless branches and screen­ 
ing limbs. 
Then, too, the leaves and need­ 
les of trees breathe in the carbon 
dioxide of the traffic fumes and 
by the wonderful process called 
photosynthesis exchange it for life­ 
giving oxygen.

Ohio Minister Is Slated 
To Be 'Seagoing Cowboy7 


DAYTON — The Rev. 
Moyne 
Landis, 65, of nearby West Milton, 
sails Wednesday from New York 
with 70 American-born dairy heif­ 
ers. The Southern Ohio Church of 
the Brethren executive will share 
the responsibility for feeding and 
watering the cattle 
shipped 
by 
Heifer Project, Inc., of New Wind­ 
sor, Md., to refugees in West Ger­ 
many. 
Rev. Mr. Landis 
should 
have 
little difficulty in performing his 
duties for he was born and raised 
on a farm. He will also have as 
associates S. M. Dell, dean of men 
at McPherson 
College, 
McPher­ 
son, Kan., and 
Myron 
Metzger, 
who was formerly in charge of the 
Heifer Project collection farm at 
Delaware. 
This shipment will include “ Miss 
Charity,” a Holstein heifer con­ 
tributed by the Rotary 
Club of 
McPherson, Kansas. She 
is 
the 
2,000th head of cattle to be load­ 
ed by Heifer Project for shipment 
to West Germany. 
Upon arrival in Germany, the 
“ seagoing 
cowboys” 
will 
tour 
West Germany 
for 
two 
weeks 
while the heifers are held in quar­ 
antine. They will then participate 
in the distribution ceremony and 
actually meet the 
families 
who 
will benefit from this gift. 
This will be the 41st consign­ 
ment of livestock to Germany by 
Heifer Project and brings the to­ 
tal number shipped to 2,019. Only 
18 heifers have been lost en route, 
which attests to the excellent care 


the cattle are given by the volun­ 
teer caretakers. 
According to Heifer Project rep­ 
resentatives in 
West 
Germany, 
there are at least 149,000 refugee 
farm families who could be re­ 
settled if 
land 
was 
available. 
This year the West German gov­ 
ernment plans 
to 
locate 
20,000 
families on small two to ten-acre 
plots large enough for subsistence 
living. For these people, a milk 
producing cow will provide family 
food as well as cash income from 
any surplus. 
Distribution overseas is arrang­ 
ed by a committee of Heifer Pro­ 
ject representatives, local clergy­ 
men, and agricultural experts who 
select the recipients on the basis 
of need, the ability to give prop­ 
er care, and who promise to give 
the first bom heifer calf to some­ 
one else who is in need. Thus the 
first recipient helps in the rebuild­ 
ing of his country. 
“ Miss Charity” will sail on the 
U. S. American Im porter operat­ 
ed by the United States lines. 
Letters of 
appreciation 
from 
the resettled farm ers e x p r e s s 
their deep feelings: “ Everybody 
was full of praise about the gen­ 
erosity of the 
American 
people 
and their will to help us expelled 
farm ers. For me and my family, 
this heifer is the first basic aid 
for the rebuilding of a future ex­ 
istence.” 
Other Heifer Project shipments 


for the month of 
April 
include 
35,000 chicks to Greece, 19 head 
of cattle for Greece, goats 
for 
Mexico, pigs for Puerto Rico. 
Heifer Project is guided and di­ 
rected by American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, Brethren Service 
Commission, Congregational Chris­ 
tian Service Committee, Evangeli­ 
cal and Reformed Church, Fellow­
